mind them very little at the time, and, as fooa as 
over, think no more about them.

I was then at my own Houfc at Reaumur, and fitting 
in a Clofct on the Ground-Floor, where I had only 
notice of it by a Noifc like to the Rattling of a 
Coach over a rough uneven Pavement, which feem'd 
\o crow ftrons;cr, as at different Fits, for about a 
Minute and a half. I went out of my Clofet to in- 
quire what others mi^ht have felt, as I had not been 
at all [hocked myfclf, in other Parts of the Houfe $ 
and I met with fbmc Ladies juft come in a Fright 
from the Apartments up one Pair of Stairs > and a 
learned Father of the Oratoire that was with me r 
and was juft then run down, upon its fliaking, from 
a Turret, on the Top of the Houfe, the Motion of 
which had very much furprifed him. 

In the Village feveral People alfo felt the Shake;, 
but others, that happened to be employed, were 
not fcnfiblc of ir.. I was informed, that, in fome 
other Villages and Country-Towns, it was more 
confidcrable than where I was 5 but I did not hear 
that it did any-wherc any Milchief worth fpeak- 
ing of.
